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City faces legal action on area plan 


The City of St. Albert is 


® headed for another lawsuit 


regarding steps taken which 
may not conform to the 
General Plan, and the Pro- 
vincial Planning Act. 

Council has been advised 
that owners of a S0-acre 
parcel bounded by Hebert 
Road and St. Albert Trail, 
have filed a claim of 
improper procedures taken 
by the city in formulating an 
area structure plan for the 
Akinsdale South area. 

The matter came to light 
during-a public hearing held 
Monday night at city council 
when lawyer Jim Redmond, 
represented owners Joe She- 
ckter and Inland Gravel. 

Lawyer Redmond felt it 
would be ‘‘most reasonable 
to adjourn the public hearing 
- and we will try to bring the 
claim into court as soon as 
possible but in the 
meantime let's talk it over.”’ 
Administrator Byron inter- 
vened to say that ‘while the 
Area Structure Plan is before 
the hearing now, the staff 
recommendation is that after 
the hearing and comments, 
the plan can be referred 
back."’ 

City lawyer Stan Brown 
told council that in addition 
to the Statement of Claim 
action, the landowners had 
tried to get an interim 
injunction against the hear- 
ing tonight, but that the 
judge ruled against the 
injunction and therefore 
council is entitled to proceed 
with the hearing. 

Mr. Redmond said the 
claim filed by the landowners 
States that the land use in the 
Area Structure Plan is not 
presently provided for in the 
city's General Plan, and that 
first it must be established 


that the area is ready fora 
Structure Plan. (Legislation 
governing these matters 
comes under the Provincial 
Planning Act). 


Alderman Throndson mo- 
ved to proceed with the 
hearing, and the city's 
lawyer said ‘‘this is not a 
forum for debate. I have 


been involved in discussions, 
he said and legal action is not 
the way to resolve them."’ 
The hearing was adjourn- 
ed and council later voted to

The death penalty will 
return to Canada’s law books 
if MP Peter Elzinga has his 
way. 

Mr. Elzinga is working to 
produce a private member's 
bill asking for the re- 
introduction of capital pun- 
ishment. 

The Progressive Conser- 
vative MP for Pembina says 
he's acting on Prime Mini- 
ster Joe Clark's promise that 
he'll allow private member's 
bills to come to a free vote in 
the House of Commons. 

Mr. Elzinga is convinced 
that a free vote on capital 
punishment will lead to the 
death penalty again. A 
similar bill by Elzinga was 
debated but never acted 
upon. 

Mr. Elzinga’s says he's 
confident that the new prime 
minister will allow private 
member's bills -- even those 
he opposes -- to come to a 
free vote in the House. 

“I'm not worried that 
Clark is a determined opp- 
onent of the death penalty,"’ 


he said. ‘‘I don't think he 
would force his cabinet 
ministers or his party gener- 
ally to support something 
they didn’t believe in or vote 
against something they did. 
He has too much respect for 
Parliament to do that.”’

The current action, by a land owner wishing to 
develop a large shopping centre on his 
highway property, is again based on procedures 
under the General Plan which could be deemed 
to contravene the Provincial Planning Act. A 
citizens’ action group was recently successful in 
pressing such a claim. The question therefore 
arises whether the planners involved in drafting 
our general plan were sufficiently well grounded 
in the Alberta legislation and required 
procedures. 


Another question which deserves consideration 
in the particular case of Sheckter versus the City 
is why this developer has been continually 
frustrated over many years in his attempt to 
build a shopping centre. It could have been in 
place years ago, providing needed shopping 
services, local jobs and years of taxation 
revenues. 


This site, stretching away from Hebert Road 
and St. Albert Trail offers many advantages 
over the Highway 2 north site. It does not 
require the development of Bellerose. Drive as 
a major arterial road - presently this Drive is 
using a healthy portion of the current Provincial 
assistance for arterials in our city. The 
southern site does not require an expensive 
bridge over the river, plus foot bridge. From a 
safety standpoint the Sheckter site was 
preferred by the Provincial Department of 
Transportation over the north site. 


Neither would the Heritage Shopping Centre 
require widening of the Trail to six or seven 
lanes from Hebert Road north, plus widening 
the highway bridge. To achieve this widening 
30 feet off the front and 50 feet off the back of 
four businesses are required: St. Albert Dodge 
Chrysler, Mohawk, Club Mocombo and the new 
Touch Inn restaurant. The proposal to take 
these footages was aired at a recent public 
meeting on transportation in St. Albert. It could 
in fact put these firms in serious jeopardy. 


Meanwhile the city needs right-of-way from Mr. 
Sheckter to complete two roadways - the 
widening of Hebert Road to four lanes, and the 
greatly desired 149th Street - an extension of 
Campbell Road to serve the industrial park. 


In the case of the Highway 2 North site, the 
city has granted time extensions and bent its 
own bylaws to get a regional shopping centre 
located, first for the firm of Abbey Glen and 
now for Abacus Cities and the Bay. At the 
same time plans for the Heritage Mall Centre 
are continually stalled. Is it to protect the 
regional centre until it finally gets on stream? 
The Heritage Centre has consistently taken the 
position that they are quite prepared to build 
and face the competition. Wouldn't this 
arrangement serve consumers better? 


To drive a go-nowhere roadway through a site 
planned for a shopping centre (as town 
planners have proposed for the Heritage 
Centre) certainly is, as Alderman Ayotte put it, 
“commercial suicide.” Those same planners 
have proposed a single family/multiple dwelling 
mix for part of the property. Their proposal 
would have attractive single family homes 
overlooking a shopping centre and Jasper Auto 
Parts. That is good planning? 


All development proposals must be treated 
equally and fairly - and without undue delay 
Otherwise reputable businesses will stay clear 
of St. Albert. 


A case might also be made that Alderman 
Breadner should refrain from voting on this 
shopping centre, either in MPC or council, in 
order to protect himself from any possible 
conflict of interest questions, since his home 
on Sunnyside Crescent is so close to the 
Proposed Heritage Shopping Centre. 


It is in the best interests of council, the 
developer, the taxpayers and the residents 
that costly legal action be avoided, and a plan 
for this shopping centre which is considered 
viable by the developer and acceptable by city 
Planners be worked out and approved.

Reform would allow spouse to sue spouse 


The Institute of Law Re- 
search and Reform has 
issued a report recommend- 
ing the abolition of the 
common law rule that neither 
a husband nor a wife might 
sue the other for a civiJ 
wrong. The report indicates 
that if inter-spousal tort 
immunity were abolished, 
the great proportion of new 
tort claims will arise from the 
negligent operation of a 
motor vehicle. The report 
therefore makes a number of 
recommendations for am- 
endments to the Insurance 
Act in regard to automobile 
liability insurance. 

Inter-spousal tort immun- 
ity was based on the theory 
that marriage caused the 
legal existence of the wife to 
be merged into that of the 
husband. This fictitious unity 
says the Institute, is now 
regarded as a relic of the 
past. The report indicates 
that the major justification 
for preserving inter-spousal 
tort immunity is that its 
abolition would jeopardize 
family harmony. However, 
the Institute believes that the 
force of this contention is 
reduced because an excep- 
tion to the immunity permits 
a spouse to sue to the other 
spouse for negligent damage 
to his or her property. The 
report expresses the view 
that the present situation 
reflects little credit upon the 
law in that it appears to place 
more importance on the pro- 
tection of the property rather 
than the person of the 
spouse, 

The report notes that the 
commission of an intentional 
wrong by one spouse against 
another is strong evidence 
that there is no family 
harmony to be preserved, It 
also states that in a harmon- 
ious family, a spouse would 
not wish to sue the other 
spouse for negligently in- 
flicted injury unless the other 
spouse has insurance. If 


there is insurance coverage, fgjt should be shared among 


the granting of the right to a 
spouse to sue the other 
spouse in tort will not result 
in any family disharmony 
because the negligent spouse 
would only be a nominal 
party to such litigation and in 
no real sense an adversary. 
Where one spouse is ser- 
iously injured by the negli- 
gence of the other spouse, 
tort compensation provided 
through insurance would 
probably contribute to family 
harmony. Tort compensation 
would permit the family to 
live a life closer to their 
former life with fewer poten: 
tially disruptive financial 
problems than-ff tort re- 
covery were denied. 


CHANGES IN 
INSURANCE ACT 


In a report issued at the 
same time, the Institute 
recommends the repeal of 
the guest passenger provi- 
sion, In this report, the 
Institute says that it would be 
illogical for a hitch-hiker to 
be entitled to recover if the 
driver were negligent while a 
Spouse-passenger would be 
unable to do so. In addition 
to recommending that inter- 
spousal tort immunity be 
abolished, the report rec- 
ommends several amend- 
ments to the Insurance Act in 
order that the abolition of the 
immunity is not rendered 
\ineffective in the very area, 
‘motor vehicle negligence, 
where it is likely to have the 
greatest impact, The Insti- 
tute recommends repeal of 
the section in the Insurance 
Act which provides that an 
insurer is not liable for bodily 
injury or death of a child or 
spouse of the insured while a 
passenger in an automobile. 
The report states that this 
section appears to proclaim 
that bodily injury or death of 
a spouse or child of any 
insured person is not a risk 


the mi amyblic through 
insurance, This approach is 
rejected and the report says 
that a spouse and children 


should be entitled to share 
with all other members of the 
general public in the pro- 
tection accorded by compul- 
sory automobile insurance.

Murderers 
more efficient? 


Edmonton Police Chief Robert Lunney’s most 


recent announcement regarding crime statis- 
tics makes one ironic point. Crime rates have 
apparently risen for murder, rape, breaking and 
entering and woundings. The one crime which 


shows a decrease is not re-assuring-- 
attempted murder. Obviously, novice murder- 
ers are learning the ropes and becoming more 
efficient. Their increasing success is disturbing, 
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Nu-West Development 
Corporation failed in an 
attempt Monday night to 
impose significant changes 
in the city’s plans for Stage 
11 of Riel Industrial Park. 

Asking for the changes too 
late and without any offer to 
help pay for them were the 
reasons for council's rejec- 
tion of Nu-West's requests. 

‘The corporation asked 
council to redesign its road 
system within the park, to 
impose more explicit height 
restrictions on buildings, to 
erect six-foot fences along 
the south and east sides of 
the development, and to 
provide additional buffering 
adjacent to the railway tracks 
on the east side of the Riel 
property. 

David Thom, an archi- 
tectural consultant with IBI 
Consultants Limited, repre- 
sented Nu-West before 
council. He told the alder- 
men that the proposed 
changes to the industrial 
development would make it 
more practical and more 
attractive. The changes, he 
said, would be of direct 
benefit to the developers, 
Jason Developments, and to 
Nu-West which owns the 
residential housing project

directly east of the park. 
Mr. Thom said he couldn't 
say if Nu-West was willing to 
pay for any of the 
changes but he felt that the 
company was willing to offer 
their consulting services to 
assist the city in their plans. 
He said he was aware that 
Nu-West had never made 
their suggestions known to 
council before -- and maybe 
they should have -- but 
previously they hadn't con- 
sidered making any changes 
outside of their own de- 
velopment. “They themsel- 
ves have always looked at the 
problem internally,”’ he said. 
Mr. Thom apologized for 
not knowing about Nu- 
West's commitments to the 
proposed changes but said 
he'd only been recently 
assigned to the matter. 
Mayor Ron Harvey said 
council should ignore Nu- 
West's requests. After all, 
he said, “‘they couldn't even 
send their general manager 
out. They send an architect 
who doesn't know the case."’ 
*‘Nu-West has been here 
for a long time,’’ said 
Alderman Rod Throndson. 
The company has known for 
years that industrial de- 
velopment was planned to 


the west of their residential 
property, he said, yet it has 
never come to council before 
now. He reminded the 
aldermen thet Nu-West had 
asked for an earlier public’ 
hearing but hadn't arrived in 
time to state their case. 


hasn't provided a great deal 
of buffering on its own side.”’ 
In a later interview Mr. 
Thom said that Nu-West had 
expected that Jason De- 
velopments would pay for the 
buffering and fences which 
Nu-West had proposed. 

Jason Developments’ gen- 
eral manager, Fred Ander- 
son, told the Gazette Tues- 
day that Nu-West has never 
approached his company 
about any changes to Stage 
11 of Riel. He noted that his 
company’s own plans for the 
project have already been 
fully approved by city coun- 
cil. 

He said that despite Mr. 
Thom’s claims that the 
proposed changes would 
help the Riel development, 
‘their attempt to redesign 
the thing is of no benefit to 
us that I can see ... The only 
thing it could be right now is 
a hindrance.”’ 


Woodlands project granted 


reduces frontage limits 


City Council may have 
established an important 
precedent Monday night by 
approving a bylaw which 
allows reduced frontage on 
69 lots in Woodlands. 

Council ruled that Carma 
Developers Limited ‘can sell 
24 lots with a minimum 
frontage width of SO to 57.9 
feet and 45 more lots with a 
minimum frontage width of 
55 to 57.9 feet. The standard 
lot width is 58 feet. 

The approved bylaw also 
changes portions of the 
Woodlands area from de- 
velopment control zoning to 
single family residential, 
multiple family residential, 
commercial and institutional. 

Third reading of the bylaw 
didn't pass without opposi- 
tion. Alderman Margaret 
Smith made a motion to 
amend the bylaw so that 
permission for reduced lot 
frontages was removed. She 
said long, narrow lots need 
innovation in housing design 
but Carma's plans are the 


**basic same designs that are 


being used everywhere el- 
se.” 
Alderman Bill Shields said 
there was definite pressure 
to be innovative to give 
young people the chance to 
buy houses, but he had found 
that the smaller lot frontages 
hadn't reduced costs in 
similar developments such as 
Mill Woods. 

Alderman Bill Shields said 
he feared that ‘‘we're going 
to be beseiged"’ with appeals 
for other lot size changes. 
There's definite pressure, he 
Said, to be innovative in 
housing and lot design so 
that young people are given 
the best opportunity to buy, 
but there are also problems 
in getting the maximum lot” 
space in some form. 

Mr. Shields said that he 
had ‘‘checked it out’’ in 
similar reduced frontage 
projects and had found that 
narrower lots sold for the 
same price as wider lots, 
thereby providing no savings 
to consumers, 

No one ever said that 


narrower lot frontages would 
save money for the buyers, 
Alderman Rod Throndson 
noted. The idea of it, he said, 
is to provide the maximum 
amount of land use in a given 
area. 

Alderman Liesbeth Bakker 
expressed concern that the 
proposed 149th and 156th 
Street roadways wouldn't be 
built in time to serve the new 
Woodlands development. 
She said council should 
consider slowing down de- 
velopment in the area before 
it became too congested. 
**The previous council was 
thrown out for growth for 
growth's sake -- probably 
rightly she said. 

Ald an Ayotte disag- 
reed, saying that if the city 
slows down its residential 
and industrial growth, road 
development will soon slow 
down too. **The provincial 
government isn't going to 
put in roads that aren't 
absolutely necessary,’ he 
said.

Other questions centered 
on the possibility of damage 
to sports fields by trailers 
and camper units and the 
fact that the District did not 
have the 750 chairs asked for 
by Games organizers. 

Board members agreed 
that the rider - the school 
grounds are to be restored to 
District 3's satisfaction - be 
attached to any agreement to 
the camping request. They 
also will look into expenses 
involved in putting a plum- 
ber on 24 hour stand-by. 
District maintenance per- 
sonnel suggested this would 
be necessary should any 
problems arise while hund- 


reds of visitors were in need 
of facilities. 

The chair question was 
straight forward. The District 
has about 200, or about SSO 
short of the requested 
amount, according to Mr. 
Baldwin. Trustees and ad- 
ministration did not want to 
commit the District to chairs 
it couldn't provide and 
therefore opted to check out 
all requests completely be- 
fore making any’ decision at 
all.

The Mural Tot Lot at the 
corner of Mill Drive and 
Mural Crescent will be re- 
named the Roberge Tot Lot 
in memory of a man who's 
very much responsible for its 
creation. 

City council agreed to a 
request from Alison Glass 
and her neighbors to make 
the name change in honor of 
Morris Roberge, who died 
last fall after living in St.

1941, 

Mrs. Glass told council in 
her letter of request that Mr.

In agreeing to the name 
change, Alderman Liesbeth 
Bakker said ‘‘I thought this 
was a very touching letter."’ 
Mrs. Glass and her neigh- 
bors, she said, should be 
commended for their efforts 
to change the tot lot's 
name. 

Alderman Rod Throndson 
had momentary objections to 
the name change. He said he 
sympathized with the resi- 
dents’ request but he feared 
that an unwanted precedent 
would be established. ‘‘I 
think you're opening a door 
far, far wider than this,"’ he 
told the other aldermen. 

Alderman Roger Ayotte 
disagreed, noting that the 
final decision for any name 
change always rests with 
council, and so no precedent 
can ever really be esta- 


blished. ‘‘We can decide’ 
each one on its own merit,’” 
he said.

Dr. George Ellis, visiting 
professor of physics at the 
University of Alberta, was 
recently named the 1979 
recipient of the Gravity 
Award. 

The award is the first prize 
of $1,500 in the annual essay 
contest of the Gravity Re- 
search Foundation in Massa- 
chusetts. The contest or- 
iginated in 1949 and the list 
of previous winners includes 
many of the world’s top 
scientists in the field of 
relativity. 

Dr. Ellis’ essay, entitled 
The Homogeneity of the 
Universe, points out that it 
has almost always been as- 
sumed by scientists, seeking 
an understanding of the 
nature of the universe as a 
whole, that the universe is 
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homogeneous, This principle 
of homogeneity means that 
an observer on a planet 
located in any other galaxy, 
perhaps hundreds of millions 
of light years away, would 
see the universe more or less 
the same as we observe it. 

He goes on to say in the 
essay that there is little 
observational evidence to 
support the principle of 
homogeneity and that var- 
ious competing hypotheses 
cannot be ruled out. A 
second possibility which Dr. 
Ellis points out is that we live 
near the centre of a spheri- 
cally symmetric but non- 
homogeneous universe. We 
live near the centre because 
the centre. is the most 
favorable place for life’ to 
develop.

Language 
of Adolescents 


A researcher interested in 
the development of lan- 
guage, Dennis Searle, was 
working with five adolescent 
students in Calgary when he 
discovered a gap so wide that 
it has influenced his work 
since that time. 

Professor Searle was ob- 
serving the students during 
the course of three of their 
classes and studying the 
language used, where it 
came from, and related 
concerns. To his s.rprise he 
found that in a two-week 
period not onee did any of the 
five ever refer to personal 
experience when the teacher 
was present. It was a gap so 
total that it prompted his 
subsequent _ investigations 
comparing how language is 
used in the classroom to how 
it is used outside. 

The assistant professor of 
Elementary Education at The 
University of Alberta says 
that much is made in some 
quarters of the “‘language 
deficit’’ of today’s adolescent 
school children, However, he 
says, it is his experience that 
young people generally tend 
to get along wery well in the 
world, learn, and do many 
interesting things outside the 
school. 

Is it then, perhaps, pos- 
sible that the language of the 
students is not poor but 
stifled in the classroom? 
And, more importantly if that 
is the case, is there not a 
resource of language ability 
not now being employed in 
school, a resource which 
could prove an important aid 
to learning? These are 
questions underlying Profes- 
sor Searle's recent research, 
much of it conducted while 
he was undertaking advan- 
ced studies in England at the 
London Institute of Educa- 
tion, University of London, 

The observations he has 
made during the course of 
his research support the 


contention that the language 
used outside the classroom 
differs substantially from 
that used inside. 

Professor Searle says that 
he finds that the basic way in 
which adolescents organize 
and communicate their 
knowledge of the world is in 
a narrative mode - in episodic 
anecdotes. And, he says, 
narratives do lots of things; 
they do teach and pass on 
knowledge. Through anec- 
dotes relating personal or 
observed experiences, one 
adolescent will communicate 
to another the fine points of 
such things as operating a 
cash register, maintaining a 
vehicle, or even divesting a 
parking meter of its contents. 
Without explicit reference to 
right or wrong, narratives 
very clearly communicate to 
the group the behavior 
expected and that considered 
unacceptable. 

Professor Searle also notes 
that in the narratives all the 
“things that are supposed to 
be done’’ usually are - the 
grouping together of related 
ideas, use of logical con- 
nectives, and so on. 

The narrative mode, how- 
ever, is not one favored - and 
is even discouraged - in the 
classroom. There, the pow- 
ers that be stress the 
language of classification: 
‘*What is ...?"' ‘Define ... 
.. And objectivity is an ideal; 
emotion is frowned upon. 

Professor Searle believes 
that by forcing children too 
quickly into a dry and sterile 
language mode, breaking the 
continuity between the clas- 
sroom, and the child's world 
outside, educators may be 
neglecting language ability 
which could prove a valuable 
resource for learning.

Bellocq’s work can be seen 
from June 1 to July 1. 
Bellocq apparently loved 
women as is evidenced by 
the beautiful portraits of 
prostitutes taken in Story- 
ville. If he was in conven- 
tional terms impotent, he 
was in his eyes and spirit an 
indefatigable lover and each 
of his pictures is the product 
of a successful alliance. 
Salvaged from a group of 
glass plates discovered in 


Bellocq’s desk after his 
death, the portraits consti- 
tute the only fragment of his 
work known to have sur- 
vived. 

Storyville, one of the 
country’s few closed and 
legalized red-light districts, 
got its name in 1896 when an 
alderman attempted to clean 
up the New Orleans water- 
front by restricting pros- 
titution to a limited area. The @ > 
area came to be called 
‘*Storyville’’ and was so 
known until the United 
States Navy closed it for good 
in 1917. Storyville also be- 
came famous as the home of 
New Orleans jazz. 

The prostitutes at Story- 
ville were the subject of a 
recent controversial film, H 
entitled ‘‘Pretty Baby’’.

Ontario to what he perceived 
as a more relaxed, less 
pressured life in Newfound- 
land. This coincided with the 
isolation of the blood product 
Factor Vill from whole 
blood as the breakthrough 
treatment for hemophiliacs. 
But Wright, even now, can't 
separate his way of life from 
his treatment. To him, they 
are linked, and decisions are 
made by him because he is 
primarily an artist not 
because he is a hemophiliac. 

‘lL came here for the more 
relaxed way of life, for a life 
that made sense to me,"’ 
Wright said. ‘‘Ten years ago 
my joints were in bad shape. 
Icouldn't do half the things I 
do today. Today I feel better 
than ever before.’’ 

He was two years old, 
living in Timmins, Ontario, 
when he had his tonsils 
removed and was bleeding 
profusely. It was then his 
family discovered he had 
hemophilia, a rare condition 
occurring only in men resul- 
ting from the absence of 
Factor VI11 -- the name 
given a crucial clotting agent 
in the blood, 

At that time, the only 
treatment for hemophilia was 
bed rest and whole blood 
transfusions, which was 
dangerous because of the

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amount of whole blood which 
had to be transfused in order

He saws his own firewood, 
digs his garden, is building a 
greenhouse and spent last 
winter working part time ) 
with his son ona fishing Ob 
dory. 

‘I'm doing all sorts of 
things I wouldn't have 
thought possible 10 years 
ago,’ he said. ‘I'm doing 
them at my rate and within 
the limitation.of the time and 
energy I've got, but I'm 
doing them.’" 

Wright's independent 
lifestyle is cherished because 
he deliberately chose it. But 
he is aware that his in- 
dependence relies on the 
supply of Factor V111, which . 
in turn depends on the 
availability of whole blood, 
This is the blood people give 
in blood donor clinics set up 
by the Canadian Red Cross 
Society. 

‘Every time I get the ) 
stuff, what comes to mind is 
the fact that people give 
freely, in good faith and in 
good health,"’ Wright said. 
“They're there to help 
people like me."’ « ds

‘*The Decals on Your 
Financial Institation’s 
Window can mean a lot more 
than you think” 


Have you ever noticed 
when you walk into a trust 
company or bank branch that 
most of them have a number 
of decals fixed on the doors 
or windows? There are 
decals for credit cards, 
lottery tickets and a variety 
of other financial services 
and products. 

Hidden among all these 
stickers is one that isn’t 
flashy and doesn't catch your 
eye like many of the others. 
But it is of utmost impor- 
tance to consumers who have 
money on deposit with that 
particular financial institu- 
tion. It's the one that says 
that this trust company or 
bank is a Member of the 
Canada Deposit Insurance 
Corporation. 

The C.D.1.C. is a Crown 
Corporation that was esta- 
blished in 1967 to protect 
consumers from loss of 
deposits. If, perish the 
thought, your financial ins- 
titution became insolvent, 
and was a member of the 
C.D.1L.C., your money would 
be protected. 

Just about every type of 
deposit qualifies for insur- 
ance. Savings and chequing 
accounts, money orders, 
deposit receipts and guar- 
anteed investment certific- 
ates -- they all qualify for 
insurance as do debentures 
and other deposit obligations 
issued by member com-

panies. In the case of 
deposits where your money 
is invested for a set period of 
time the insurance only 
covers those investments 
with a ‘‘term’’ of five years 
of less. 

There is also a maximum 
set on the amount of deposits 
the C.D.1.C. will insure. This 
maximum is $20,000 for each 
person and includes both 
principal and interest. You 
may have $5,000. in a chequ- 
ing account and $15,000 in 
two or three other deposit 
accounts with the same 
company and they are all 
insured. Anything over the 
$20,000 would not be cov- 
ered. 

If you have money in 
another financial institution, 
then you're insured up to 
$20,000 there too. But it 
cannot be just another 
branch of the same bank or 
trust company. It has to be 
another organization all to- 
gether. 

Now that we've got that 
straight let me throw in a few 
complications for you. For 
instance, what happens if 
you have a separate account 
for yourself with $20,000 in it 
but you and your spouse 
have a joint account as well 
with the same company? 
Does your spouse lose out? 
No! Joint accounts are 
insured separately from in- 
dividual accounts. Again the 
maximum amount of in- 
surance is $20,000. 

Another complicating fac- 
tor is that the contents of 
safety deposit boxes are not 
insured. Nor are deposit 
certificates that are lost or 


The 


stolen or destroyed by fire. If 
that kind of thing happened 
you would have to take it up 
with the financial institution 
itself. 

Deposits in Registered 
Home Ownership Savings 
Plans and Registered Re- 
tirement Savings Plans ar- 
en't insured either -- but they 
really are. Confused? Well 
it's really not as complicated 
as it seems. 

In essence what you are 
doing when you invest in an 
RRSP or RHOSP is giving 
your money to the financial 
institution to invest on your 
behalf as a trustee. So, 
provided these contributions 
are invested in a type of 
deposit that qualifies for 
insurance coverage, such as 
a savings deposit or term 
deposit with a five year term 
or less your money is 
covered. 

But be careful. Rather 
than being paid to you as 
would be the case with a 
regular deposit the money 
would be paid to the trustee. 
Then it would be up to you to 
deal with the trustee for 
repayment and that is gov- 
erned by the ‘‘trust agree- 
ment’’ you have with your 
financial institutions. So read 
your trust agreement care- 
fully to make sure repayment 
to you is covered under it. 

One of the nice things 
about this kind of insurance 
is you don't have to pay for 
it. Nor do you have to apply 
for it. The cost is covered by 
the member instituion and 
the insurance is automati- 
cally applied when you make 
your deposit.

Continued From Page A 27 
turer provides his own re- 
commendations of when oil 
should be changed. Some say 
as little as every 12,000 
kilometers (7,500 miles) is 
sufficient, but the interval 
really depends on the type of 
driving you do. ‘Stop and 
go’’ city drivers should 
change it more often than the 
occasional Sunday suburban 
driver. In general, most 
professionals agree that 
4,000 or 6,000 kilometers 
(3,000 or 4,000 miles) is long 
enough between changes. 


WHEN TO ADD IT 
AND WHAT KIND 


All cars - old and new - 
burn up a certain amount of 
oil as they're driven. Us- 
ually, the older cars will use 
it up faster than new ones. 

Every driver should check 
the oil level each time he 
stops for gas. It takes just a 
minute or two and it could 
save you the expensive 
nightmare of a seriously 
damaged engine. 


CHECKING THE 
OIL LEVEL 


You check your oil with the 
‘‘dipstick,’’ a long rod, 
usually with a ring on the 
top, that sticks out from the 
crankcase of the car, Most 
often it's on the side of the 
engine. 

Pull the dipstick out, wipe 
it off with a clean rag, and 
replace it in the hole, push- 
ing it all the way down. 
Remove it a second time and 
read the oil level using the 
marks engraved on the stick. 
If you are at least one quart 
low, add oil. Try and use only 
the brand-name oil that the 
manufacturer has specified. 
You'll save in the long run. 
Be sure you don't overfill. 
Too much oil will *‘foam up" 
during driving and does not 
provide enough protection. 

After you've added the oil. 


wipe off the dipstick and 
check the level again. Fin- 
ally, make sure you replace 
the stick all the way down so 
it doesn't jar loose during 
driving. 


ONE DANGER SIGN 


If you find your car is using 
more than a quart of oil every 
1,500 kilometers (approx- 
imately 1,000 miles), it may 
be a sign of trouble. In that 
case, have your car thor- 
oughly checked by a compe- 
tent mechanic at a reputable 
service station. It could save 
you time, money and trouble 
later on.

Seniors homes want 
more rent for deficit 


By Jeff Adams 

An additional $30 from 
each tenant each month 
could erase the $109,000 
deficit that the MD's senior 
citizens homes face this year, 
says the Sturgeon Foun- 
dation’s chairman of the 
board, Roland Prefontaine. 

Mr. Prefontaine said the 
MD's four old age homes - in 
Legal, Morinville, Gibbons 
and the new one to open in 
St. Albert - are accumulating 
an average deficit of over 
$1,800 a month. 

The reason, he said, is that 
tenants’ $192 rent each 
month just isn't enough to 
pay for rising niaintenance 
and operating costs. About 


$30 from each could wipe out 
that deficit, he said, and he’s 
quite sure that most tenants 
could afford the increase. 

‘Ninety percent of people 
could afford it,’’ Mr. Pre- 
fontaine said. ‘‘Where are 
you going to live for about 
$190 a month?"’ He used the 
Legal home as an example of 
how the deficit could be 
eliminated, The 60 tenants, if 
they paid an additional $30 a 
month each, would produce 
an extra $1,800 each month -- 
just about exactly how much 
the home is losing each 
month, 

Mr. Prefontaine noted that 
the St. Albert seniors home, 
although it doesn't open for a 
few months, will have a 
deficit as soon as tenants 
arrive because many ‘‘start 
up costs’’ can't be recouped 
until tenants’ rents start 
coming in. 

On April | the provincial 
government authorized the 
Sturgeon Foundation to raise 
their rents from $178 to $192 
a month, Reg Austin, chair- 
man of the board of mana- 
gement for Gibbons’ Spruce 
View Manor home, says the 
increase just isn’t enough. 

Mr. Austin says he’s also 
“certainly of the opinion that 
these people could pay 
another $20 to $25 which 
would just about wipe out our 
deficit.’’ Many tenants re- 
ceive renters assistance all- 
owances from the govern- 
ment, he said, but ‘‘] think in 
9S percent of cases these 
people don’t need it ... I 
know it could create a great 
uproar but it’s my firm 
opinion.’’ The money, he 
said, is going straight into 
tenants’ bank accounts when 


it could be used to pay for 
increased costs at the home. 
Mr.’ Austin said the MD's 
$109,000 deficit this year 
doesn't alarm him too much 
because part of it is start up 
costs at St. Albert's home 
and first year operating costs 
at the Morinville home. ‘‘It's 
just a fact of life,’’ he said. 
Permission from the gov- 
ernment to increase tenants’ 
rents by another $25 would 
certainly make things easier 
though, he said. Increasing 
rents, he said, is really the 
only choice that the seniors 
homes have. ‘‘You can't cut

out food,"’ he. said. 

Mr. Prefontaine said the 
homes face an additional 
problem because of govern- 
ment regulations. Manage- 
ment isn't given permission 
from the province to increase 
their rent until three months 
after the tenants receive 
increased assistance from 
the government. That three 
month lag is costly to the 
homes, he said, and it's 
really just ‘‘another way to 
get votes I think.’ 


Agents’ promises aren't 


fooling MD home buyers 


Real estate agents’ pro- 
mises that schools will be 
built near houses they're 
trying to sell isn’t the 
problem in the MD that it is 
in St. Albert. 

St. Albert's separate and 
public school boards have 
received several complaints 
from suspicious home buyers 
but, according to Sturgeon 
District School Board chair- 
man Lois Hole, the MD's 
trustees haven't received a 
similar complaintin over a 
year. 

Mrs. Hole said the ploy of 
promising a nearby school 
probably isn't used as often 
outside of St. Albert because 
home buyers would know 
that schools are built less 
often. A lower population 
growth and density makes it 
even more unlikely that any 
school would be built beside 
you, she said. 

However, Mrs. Hole said 
one promise that real estate 
agents are making that 
usually isn't true is that 
school buses will go right by 
the houses they're selling. 
Trustees have received sev- 
eral inquiries and complaints 
from home buyers that have 
heard this ploy, she said. 

Many home owners that 
have heard this promise, 
Mrs. Hole said, live along 
roads that are just too rough 


or too narrow to allow a 
school bus to drive by. Some, 
she said, live on cul-de-sacs 
which are too small for any 
bus to negotiate. 

The MD council's sec- 
retary-treasurer, Gib Boddez 
said councillors still hear the 
complaint from home buyers 
that agents told them their 
taxes would be extremely 
low. The agents, he said, tell 
buyers that because they're 
out in the country, they can 
expect their taxes to be half 
what they would be else- 
where. But that’s just not 
true, Mr. Boddez said. 

Generally though, Mr. 
Boddez said, real estate 
agents aren't making pro- 
mises like they used to. 
“People aren't that gullible 
anymore,"’ he said. 

Mrs. Hole agreed, adding 
“IT think probably they (buy- 
ers) ask a little more 
pertinent questions now."’ 

In St, Albert, the Pro- 
testant School Board agreed 
recently to send a letter to 
local real estate agegts to 
explain their future con- 
struction plans. The trustees 
also agreed to ask the city to 
erect signs in subdivisions 
telling when schools will be 
built, and to forward their 
school construction infor- 
mation to the city so that 
buyers will have access to it.

Morinville mourns 


The district of Morinville 
was saddened by the tragic 
death of one of its finest 
citizens Mr. Ernest Pierre 
Brisson, who died on June 4 
in a truck accident near 
Airdrie, Alberta. 

Mr. Brisson was born in 
Legal, Alberta to Rock and 
Fleuriette Brisson on March 
8, 1946. He attended school 
in Legal, was an altar boy, 
and participated in com- 
munity activities, most not- 
ably hockey with the Legal 
seniors. 

As a youngster he assisted 
his father on the farm and 
was seen from an early age 
all about the community in 
his father’s truck. He left 
home to work in the mines at 
Euclid on Vancouver Island 
with his brother Dan. 

After returning to the 
Edmonton area Mr. Brisson

In June of 1972 
the Brissons moved to Mor-

After 
working alone and in asso- 
ciation with close friend 
Louis Tailleur, also of Mor- 
inville, the two incorporated 
to become Ernie Louis 
Trucking Ltd. in January 
1978 and their four rigs were 
soon seen hauling all about 
the province.

With nearly a third of the 
1979 North Central Alberta 
Baseball League season 
completed, one word neatly 
sums up any ‘playoff aspira- 
tions of the Hugh Allen - 
coached Bon Accord Tigers:

Last October, at the suggestion of the Alberta Games 
Council, Kinsmen in Alberta (District 4) pledged to use 
their organizing and communicating skills to promote the 
Games for a one year trial period. 

“Kinsmen have always been involved in fund raising 
and writing,’ says Duncan Gillespie, District 4 Executive 
Secretary. “‘When the Council approached us, we were 
looking for an opportunity to become involved in a 
province-wide activity at the grass-roots level where we 
could contribute through service work, not service 
dollars.” 

The philosophy and goals of the Games Council, 
applied province-wide, appeal to Kinsmen. Both 


organizations act on the belief that programs for becoming 


physically fit should be easily accessible, not only for 
athletes or children, but for everyone. 

Traditionally, Kinsmen have been associated with 
projects like cystic fibrosis research funding and aid to 
handicapped children.

The horseshoes, each player will 
throw 10 shoes in a 30 foot playing area, following rules 
as stated by the Canadian National Horseshoe Player 
Association. The swimming event is also a relay, 4 x 25 
m, in accordance with the usual rules, except that 
flotation aids will be permitted (get out the water wings!)
